Statement of services for which the Certificates have 
been awarded 

1. Shri D. C. Misra.—His exemplary courage and 
devotion to duty has been brought out in a case detec¬ 
ted on 12th July, 1990 in which Shri Misra alongwith 
the team of officers conducted a search of a residential 
premises at Delhi on information that drug was secre¬ 
ted in the premises. Shri Misra knocked the door of 
the house and the occupant did not respond to the 
call and tried to escape. Shri Misra rushed to the roof 
top making use of the stairs of the adjoining house. 
When he noticed the persons were fleeing from the 
premises, without caring for his personal safety Shri 
Misra climbed over the dividing walls and jumped 
on to the roof of the house which was to be searched 
and recovered contraband heroin wroth Rs. 4.5 crores 
and also chased and arrested one of the fleeing per¬ 
sons, In fact, during the fall from the roof Shri 
M sra suffered multiple fracture on his foot. 

2. Shri I. N. Rachuti.—Shri Rachuti has been 
awarded for the rol© played by him in an operation 
which took place on 15116 June, 1990. On this night 
Shri Rachuti embarked on sea patrol with 2 Sepoys 
and 8 crew members in a boat to work out an infor¬ 
mation about smuggling of silver, even though the 
weather was not good and the sea was rough. Within 
an hour or two the weather became strong and had 
also started raining. Some damage occured to the boat 
and the engine became non-operational and the 
vessel started sinking. Shri Rachuti sought assistance 
from the office over wireless. But no assistant could 
be provided due to poor visibility and bad weather. 
Shri Rachuti then lowered a small raft into the sea 
end jumped on it alongwith all his colleagues and 
remained in the rough sea for almost 14 hours before 
being rescued by a fishing vessel. It is reported that 
he was only the officer in his group who remained in 
high spirit and motivated his juniors not to lose 
heart. Shri Rachuti therefore has displayed exempl¬ 
ary courage and devotion to duty. 

3. Shri Abdulhamid Ahmed Saiyed.—His exemplary 
courage and devotion to duty has been brought xiut 
in the case detected on 19-1-90 resulting in the seizure 
of 250 slabs of silver weighing 7893:991 kgs. valued at 
Rs. 5,60 crores from a vessel ‘A1 KhaTii’. Shri Salved 
spotted and chased one vessel fitted with 240 HP, 6 
cylinder ,t Yanmar” engine running at its full s-need. 
During the chase 150 rounds were fired to ston the 
vessel. Shri Sa : yed, however, did not give ud the chase 
and Increased the speed of the departmental launch, 
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When the crew of the vessel realised their likely ap¬ 
prehension, they lowered a fibre tony boat fitted with 
an outboard engine and leaving the vessel in running 
condition, tried to escape in the said tony boat. Shri 
Saiyed handled the situation with utmost presence of 
mind and chased the tony boat and apprehended all 
the crew members. Thereafter, he chased the vessel 
which was unmanned and running in its full speed in 
a zig-zag manner and intercepted the same. In the 
melee one of the crew members fell into the sea. At 
this stage also Shri Saiyed exhibited great presence of 
mind and got him rescued.
